I am trying to get the 1 Mc. crystal oscillator to function in my 
BC-221T. It's been a long time since I had any tube circuits on 
the bench, so any hints would be appreciated. 


The 935 uh inductor (to the plate of the 6K8 triode section) was 
damaged/bad and I don't have an exact replacement. How critical is 
this value? 


After a little research I thought that this oscillator was a TGTP 
design, fed through the plate-grid capacitance, but there is no 
tuning element in the plate circuit (unless the inductor is 
self-resonant at 1 Mc)? Is that why the odd value? 


Also, the control grid, to which the crystal is connected with its 
tuning cap and 1 meg gridleak, in both the mixer and the triode 
sections of the 6K8 are internally connected. So what circuit do I 
really have here? 


I have tried a different 6K8. Voltages appear to be good. Applying 
a small amount of 1 Mc. external signal to the grid results in 
proper mixing, and there is a very sharp dip in amplitude with the 
crystal in its socket as the function generator is tuned exactly 
through 1.000 Mc.

This is the more traditional method for neutralizing an amplifier. I = 
was going to reply along these lines, but Sandy has covered it well. I = 
would add that an oscilloscope can be used as an output indicator if it = 
has sufficient frequency response to see the RF signal. Folks also used = 
low power flashlight or panel light bulbs back in the good old days. =20 


After you are through making the neutralization adjustments and you = 
power up the amplifier, when you tune the plate circuit through = 
resonance as indicated by a dip in plate current, you should see a peak 
in grid current that coincides with the dip in plate current. If the = 
peak and dip do not occur at the same setting of the plate capacitor, = 
you might try some fine tweaking on the neutralizing capacitor until = 
this occurs. =20 


By the way, if you have a skiddish beam power tetrode like an 807, ina 
plug-in coil setup and you want to neutralize it, you should consider = 
"link neutralization." I wrote up a link neutralized Lettine 240 in ER 
last year. It's a lot easier to implement than traditional capacitive 
neutralization if you don't already have a source of out-of-phase = 
voltage available.

Amplifier heater or filament should be lit, but NO screen or plate = 
volts=20 

should be applied. Grid circuit tuned for max grid current. 

With a detector coupled to plate tank circuit, tune tank for maximum 

Signal. Adjust neutralizing capacitor for minimum signal or 

a "null". Repeat with grid tuning, plate tuning and neutralizing 

capacitor until no improvement can be made. 


In the case of push-pull amplifier, adjust both neutralizing caps 
in small increments, keeping both capacitors meshed about the=20 
same amount until no improvement can be made. 


If you are using a Pi-Network "tank" circuit, terminate it in 
the "usual" load (50 or 75 ohms usually). =20 


If you have a sensitive RF voltmeter, connect it across the terminated 


amplifier's output jack and use this as your output indicator.

This periodic posting is intended as a gentle nudge and suggestion 
which should improve the quality of posts to the BoatAnchors list, and 
maintain our excellent (and high) signal to noise ratio...

Originally, all buying and selling traffic was focused on 
finding parts to complete a restoration. As the list has evolved, 
there has been an increase in buying and selling activity, which 
may not be all bad.

Hi John & Gang, 


Don't overlook an easy way to lower the voltage somewhat by 

using the "now unused rectifier filament winding" on the power 
tranformer.... 

By connecting this winding in "series adding" with the transformer 
primary winding you lower the "turns ratio" which lowers the 
output voltage.... 

Connect the filament winding in series with the primary winding 
and check voltage output from power supply - if voltage is 

higher than it was originally, reverse the two filament leads 


and reconnect....This will lower the voltage output.... A 
seeming little known but easy way to cut down on the output 
voltage....
